Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the 
year  ending  31st.  December,  1972. 


The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year  population 
to  have  been  2,360  an  increase  of  80  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year. 


j  There  were  31  live  births  during  the  year,  7  more  than 
in  the  previous  year.  This  gave  a  crude  birth  rate  of  21.6 
per  1,000  of  the  population  and  an  adjusted  rate  of  19.4. 
The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14.8  for  the  same 
period. 

There  were  4  illegitimate  live  births,  this  represented 
of  all  live  births.  In  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  9% 
°T  live  births  were  illegitimate. 


One  stillbirth  occurred  during  the  year,  but  there  were 
no  deaths  of  infants  during  the  period. 


There  were  17  deaths  which  gives  a  crude  death  rate  of 
/.2  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  an  adjusted  rate  of  8.2 
per  1,000.  For  England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  12.1  per  1,000. 


Very  little  infectious  disease  was  notified,  the  table 
is  given  on  page  4.
